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Forestry and Tree Conservation. 

New Jersey's interest in -tree communities, 
forests and individual trees, is founded upon 
the proposition that they are necessary to the 
well-being of her human communities 

New versey is striving to convert two million 
acres of despised forest, now valued at not over 
$6,000,000, into a Property that shall yield in- 
terest on $200,000,000, and at the same time 
serve the public in many ways. It can be done 
by stopping forest fires and giving nature a fair 
chance; by active effort by the owners to fully 
use this natural asset; by live public interest in 
realizing a “Jersey” forested for pride, profit 
and pleasure. Whether State or individual 
owns the land, everybody needs the woods. 

With 2,000,000 acres in woodland, the people 
of New Jersey import from other states 20 
times as much lumber as their forests produce. 
This ts not because the land is unsuited to tree 
growth, but because the forests have been neg- 
lected, abused and ravaged by fire. Thus to mis- 
use a great national resource is bad housekeep- 
ing and poor publie policy. By introducing for- 
est management where waste and indifference 
now rule, these lands and the forests on them 
can be made highly productive and their own- 
ers greatiy benefited. Instead of a decreasing 
crop, Whose net annual value on the stump, ex- 
clusive of fuelwood, is now less than one mil- 
lion dollars, we should havea net yield of 
$10,000,000; and instead of having a taxable 
valuation of perhaps $6,000,000, we should have 
a value of $200,000,000. Even though our for- 
est area is reduced, as it should be, the possible 
timber yield and its value will be greatly in- 
creased. The State of New Jersey owns less 
than 1 per cent of the forests within her bor- 
ders; her policy is by aid to stimulate the inter- 
est of the private owners, many of them farm- 
ers, and in that way serve the public interest. 
Forestry is not advocated as a speculation, but 
as a reasonable investment for landowners. The 
demand for lumber is constant and increasing. 
Steel and concrete cannot replace wood entire- 
ly. Our lumber needs are increasing rather 
than decreasing. The cost of material from 
other states is advancing as the nation’s timber 
reserve is reduced, and as freight hauls length- 
en. A great part of our own needs should, and 
can, be satisfied from our own territory. The 
use of wood as fuel is strongly advocated as a 
means of increasing forest revenue. We have, 
and always shall have, a surplus of such ma- 
terial derived from defective trees, branches 
etc. The practice of cutting young, thrifty trees 
for firewood is wasteful. The importance of 
forestry rests largely in the fact that the State 
is the center of a highly organized human so- 
ciety. To overlook the values, social and eco- 
nomic, inherent in these nearby woodlands is 
singularly shortsighted. When forest values 
are established through protection and care, 
the rights of ownership will not suffer as they 
have in the past. ' 

While the care of shade trees is not forestry, 
but arboriculture, the interest of many citizens 
in individual trees justifies the maintenance by 
the State of an organization to help them. Near- 
ly 100 cities and towns in New Jersey have. 
shade tree commissions, organized under a State 
law and supported by annual appropriations 
aggregating nearly $300,000. The maintenance 
of a shade tree commission in every community.
